of the peace of the said district of Nenagh, 
in the county of Tipperary, that a Magistrate 
should be appointed to reside in his stead at 
Nenagh.

- - And whereas it having been represented 
that in several districts of the county of 
Mayo, in which petty sessions have been 
appointed to be held, there was not a sufficient 
number of resident Magistrates to ensure the 
regular holding of the same therein, and that 
the appointment of a Magistrate, under the pro- 
visions of the said recited Act, to reside at Cas- 
tlebar, would materially conduce to the mainte- 
nance of the public peace and the administra- 
tion of the law in the said district, it was deemed 
expedient by the then Lord Lieutenant to 
appoint by Warrant, bearing date the 31st day 
of July 1839, Pierce G. Barron, Esq., a Sti- 
pendiary Magistrate for the said county of 
Mayo, to reside at Castlebar : And whereas 
the said P. G. Barron having been removed for 
the present to Ballinrobe,to aid in the collection 
of the poor-rate in that Union, it appears unto 
us to be expedient that a Magistrate should be 
appointed, under the provisions of the above- 
mentioned Act, for the said county of Mayo, 
to reside at Castlebar during the absence of 
said P. G. Barron. Now, We, &c. &c.
